Mott Spectacular Crime of 
His Career Was Hawley 
Bank Robbery 


HAS SEVERAL ALIASES 


Tills is the final article in an 
International News Service ser­ 
ies on the FB I's "T en Most 
W anted Criminals*’ of 1951.

Iii the Hawley bank job. Kling was 
atded by four confederates. One of 
them . Harold tiled) Meehan, later 
w as slain. I*chs th an a month after 
the bank robbery. M eehan's bullet- 
riddled body was found iii front of 
the New York Polyclinic Hospital. 
Kling. a heavily - tattooed c h a r­ 
acte r with an inferiority complex 
which the FBI lays to his short 
statu re, has been in and out of jail 
m ore tim es than the late H arry 
Houdini was in mid o u t of stra it­ 
jackets. 
T he offense for which he is now 
being sought o ccurred on C h rist­ 
inas night, 1949. in Bayonne, N. J. 
It was com paratively minor, hut it 
was sufficient to set th e FBI on the 
trail of a man the G-men described 
as a "real mad dog.**

The latent power of the people in a Republic such as ours 
always is greater than it seem s to be.

What the American Taxpayers Association is working for 
is the enactment of a Constitutional amendment which would 
limit income taxes, and levies on inheritances and gifts, to 25 
per cent. 
Lest anyone jump to the conclusion that ihis is merely a 
stunt, not to be taken seriously, it should be added immediately

A very wine old man who a good 
malty yours ago amassed a great 
deal of money largely through his 
ability to judge what was going to 
happen in filii* country a little bit 
better than most, recently said: 
‘ This is the first time in my life I 
'h av e not been able to see at least 
a little way ahead.” 


T hat is true today of all of us not 
only In financ e but in government, 
in polities, in journalism and in 
everything else. 
No one knows. 
Only the fool* are complacent about 
the future. Only the stupid are cer­ 
tain about w hat lies ahead. 
The 
state of the world is such that cha­ 
os threatens and civilisation, itself, 
is imperiled. T his we are told day 
In and day out by the so-called in­ 
ternational experts and economic 
authorities. As of now these are ex­ 
trem ely gloomy, indeed. The hest 
they envisage for the United States 
is a badly dislocated economy and 
a tax-burdened people whose lives 
will never again be serene and se­ 
cure The worst, of course, is an in­ 
evitable general war with Russia, 


out of which we shall emerge mili­ 
tarily victorious but so crippled 
that for generations order will not 
be restored in a ruined world. And 
fhey may be right. 


The more optimistic concede that 
the present crisis is undoubtedly 
the gravest we have ever faced. 
Hut, they point out, the 175 years! 
of our existence have been marked 
by a long series of acute crises. 
some of which have "threatened our 
national existence." Yet. somehow'. 
we have survived ail these crises, 
even grown stronger and greater. 
W hether this is because of the in­ 
herent 
strength 
and intelligence 
of the American people or because 
in the past Providence has always 
been on our side is debatable 
but the fact of survival obviously 
is not. These optimistic experts 
contend we will survive this, our 
worst crisis, for the same reasons 
we have survived the others —and 
they may be right.
